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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's after-final amendment filed on February 5, 2004 has been entered. 
Claims 8 and 1 1 have been amended. Claims 1-7, 9, and 10 have been cancelled. The 
art rejections of the previous Office Action are rendered moot in light of the cancelled 
claims. Also, the amendments to claims 8 and 1 1 are sufficient to overcome the 35 
USC 112 rejections set forth in the last Office Action, thus placing the claims in 
condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 8 and 1 1-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose or render obvious a 2-sided cloth wiper with Applicant's claimed 
structure of an ionizing point network, wherein both sides are provided with a plurality of 
soft fibers. The various cited Larkin references (U.S. Patent Nos. 6,522,077; 5,690,014; 
5,740,006; and 5,501,899) disclosed various ionizing point network structures, however 
failed to disclose or suggest that such material would be formed in a 2-sided cloth wiper. 
The Yamada reference (U.S. Patent No. 5,213,865) failed to suggest an ionizing point 
used in a 2-sided cloth wiper where both sides of the wiper comprised soft fibers and 
using a connector to ground the electrically conductive microfibers. The Klein reference 
(U.S. Patent No. 3,678,675) also did not suggest an ionizing point used in a 2-sided 
cloth wiper where both sides of the wiper comprised soft fibers. Therefore, Applicant's 
amended claims are allowable.
